Phil Wilk, county auditor, has re- 


f-oivpd a form letter from John W. 
Afi-Cardle, chairman of Ilie public 
service commission of Indiana, ad- 
dressed 1o all county auditors, rc- 
garding complaints that have been 
received by the commission regard- 
ing 1he practice of highway workmen 
leaving gravel and crushed stone on 
the tracks of electric and steam rail- 
day companies at the crossings. 


"This causes a verv dangerous 


obstruction," says Mr. Cardie, and 
we arc in receipt of an opinion from 
the attorney general 
of 
Indiana, 


wherein he states that 
any 
one 


guiltv of sucli offense is subject to 
criminal prosecution." 


Mr. McCardle asks the assistance 


of the auditor in eliminating this

The invaders fled into the

A dispatch via Amsterdam an- 
ouneed that there was violent fight- 
ing about the city hall during the 
ight and that this stronghold was at 
lat time th« only point 'holding out 
gainst the demonstrators. 
Bands «£ unemployed tramped 
irougli the streets of Ruihr towns 
bout Essen, holding up pedestrians 
nd automobilists. They soniglht arms 
nd ammunition witlh which to se- 
ure food tand shelter. 
The'unemployed met with but little 


esistence in most oi the towns in- 
smuch as the security police have 
een disbanded by

The rioting, •began Wednesday 
•hen officials were unable to satislfy 
ie demands of idle workers for in- 
reased government allowances

Ft. Worth, Texas, April 20—In- 


dictments clharging ninety two oil 
promoters and associates with using 
the mails to defraud, were returned 
by a federal grand jury here today. 


Those named in the 
indictments 


included: D. Frederick A. Cook, for- 
mer Arctic explorer and E. 
C. 


KingsJbury, .prominent Texas politi- 
cian. 


The indictments involved 15 sep- 


arate promotions including some of 
the most prominent in Texas. 


The grad jury report follows ex- 


tensive investigation made ' by the 
department of justice and postoffice 
department agents, where they dis- 
covered an alleged gigiantie swindle 
involving millions of dollars annual- 
ly and extending to all sections of 
the United States'. 


Arrest of these named in the in- 


dictments was ordered to be made 
immediately and United. States mar- 
shal -armed with warrants 'hurried 
from the federal building immediate- 
ly alfter the grand jury ifeport was 
returned. Bonds from $5,000 to $10,- 
000 were to J>e asked in each case. 


According to a statement -by fed- 


eral district attorney Henry Sweif- 
el, based on the government's evi- 
dence outstanding stock of the com- 
panies involved totals $17,395,000 
and tihe total 'amount of ,money they 
have taken in is $7,044,500.

RULING WILL NAVE 
WIDE EFFECT HERE 


Attorneys Comment On Decision Of 


Supreme. Court, Which Makes 


Liquor Possession Legal 


EFFECT IN WALLACE CASE 


Attorneys Point Out Court Instruct- 


ed Jury There Was No Evidence 


On Second Count 


The decision of the Indiana su- 


preme court, holding that the mere 
possession of intoxicating liquor in 
itself did not constitute a violation 
of the state laws, will have a wide 
effect in the prosecution of liquor 
law violators in the circuit court 
here Rushville attorneys agreed to-. 
daj-. 


Attorneys called attention to the 


casb of Frank Wallace, tried this 
week as an example. Wallace was 
convicted on the bounds of posses- 
sing liquor by a jury in the court 
Tuesday, and fined $100 and, sen- 
tenced to thirty days in jail. 


Wallace's attorney stated today 


that in filing a motion for a new 
trial, they would set up the ruling 
of the Indiana high court as an al- 
legation supporting their contention 
that Walla.ee should have another 
trial, because he was convicted on 
the count in the affidavit charging 
illegal possession. 
Wallace's at- 


attorneys asserted that the judge in- 
structed the jury that' there was no 
evidence to support the other cohnt 
in the affidavit—that the defendant 
had the liquor for purpose of sale. 


Attorneys were unwilling 'to say 


what effect the ruling would have 
in cases where the defendant has been 
found guilty and is now serving his 
sentence.

In the future, lawyers agreed, in 


order to get a conviction^ anjf DljcjBt, 
outside of the federal court, 'it wilT 
'be. .necessary?'to prove that the. 
femfant had the liquor wit 
tention of disposing of it. 


It is pointed ont, however, 
that 


the decision will not 
affect 
other 


provisions of the 1923 law, which 
prevent suspension of sentences in 
lirraor eases and making a sentence 
to jail in a liquor ease on the first 
offense mandatory.

It hits only the agents 
of the actual owners of vat supplies 
of sugar, who, according to officials 
lere, are engaged in a conspiracy to 
increase sugar ;priees, and who (have 
masked .their operations behind a 
creen of gamblers and speculators, 
at whom yesterday's suit was aimed. 


Manipulations of sugar prices on 


the New York exchange were ia 
other words "arranged," the govern- 
ment said, to cloak a worse plot to 
evy tribute on the American sugar 
consumers.

gardener seldom wastes space on 
growing a crop, to mature for win- 
ter storage, but a few rows are al- 
ways needed for the delicious young 
•carrots, either boiled with butter 
sauce, creamed or cooked in combi- 
nation with green peas. They need a 
good soil -and much the same treat- 
ment as radishes or other root crops. 


While orthodox .gardening direc- 


tions invaribly say that carrots 
should be planted thinly, jorjhinned 
to three mche^.apart, ^practical ex- 
perience has shown gardeners that 
they will produce crops when a!-, 
lowed to grow more thickly'than al- 
most any other vegetable. As they 
are pulled, the thinning is done au- 
tomatically. When allowed to grow 
•fair!}' thick, some wit make good 
roots and crowd out the others, giv- 
ing an uneven growth. 
These, of 


-course,- will be first-pulled and the 
others will then get a chance. 


The carrot is the one vegetable 


wliere Departing from the orthodox 
directions doesn't make a great deal 
df difference. If the carrot alone is 
not- fancied as -a vegetable, it is in- 
dispensable for stews and soups and 
is one of the standards of the gar- 
den. The early strains-of Chantenuy, 
Danvers and Ox Heart are all good, 
the shorter growth being better for 
early carrots. In small gardens it is 
a good plan to mix carrot and rad- 
ish seeds, sowing them together, the 
radishes' germination, being well on 
its ^ray before the carrot seed 
sprouts. The radishes mature and 
are pulled in time to get out of the 
way of the carrots, which are also 
thinned in the process.
